The refinery, which is being 
built adjacent to U,S. Sugar's 
Clewiston Mill, is expected to 
be operational in early 1998. It 
will be the first fully integrat- 
ed cane sugar refinery in the 
country and will give U.S. Sug- 
ar the ability.to produce both 
raw sugar and refined sugar. 
The new facility will have an 
initial capacity of 500,000 tons 
of refined sugar annually, with 
the ability to expand as 
demand increases in the 
future. The new refinery will 


generate up to 170 new jobs. 


The huge facility, which will be, 
more than 200,000 square feet 
= or.about 5.5 acres - under one 
roof; will.include refining, 
warehousing' and packaging 
operations and allow the com- 
pany to produce a full spec: 
trum of sugar products. 

The refinery will.be energy 
self-sufficient. Bagasse, the 
tough, fibrous by-product of 
sugar cane that remains after 
the juice is extracted, will gen- 
erate power for the refinery, 


just as it currently does for the ` 


company’s two raw. sugar mills 
in Clewiston and Canal Point. 
Presidént’Nelsom Fairbanks

Each year in 
the United States, there are 
over 1,200 confirmed torna- 
does. Many of these storms go 
uridetected: .

“hear” tornadoes or “feel” them

But 
the baby’s body does not clean 
the bad things out, so the baby 
gets drugs and alcohol from the 
mother. Then the baby drinks

them over and over again in 
the womb, so drugs and alcohol 
аге in the baby’s body for a 
longer time than they are in 
the mother’s body. Before your 
baby is born, he'or she is drunk 
and cannot move the way it 
should. Moving helps its’ arms 
and legs to develop, and there- 
fore if it does not move like it 
should, it doesn’t develop like a 
normal child would. Because 
the baby’s brain does not devel- 
op correctly, he or she may not 
think and be as smart ab other 
children. Your child will hot 
learn things easily and will 
probably have trouble in 
school, They will also experi- 
ence behavior problems.and 
“act out” frequently. 

Heroin, marijuana and 
cocaine all affect the baby (as 
well as the mother) adversely. 
Babies from addicted mothers 
can ‘actuallyghave strokes 
before they are born. Birth 
defects and cardiac (heart) 
deformities are common, as 


well as children who die with. 


SIDS (sudden infant death ~ 


syndrome) Babies of heroin 
addicts are born addicted also, 
and then immediately go into 
the horrors of withdrawal., 
They: must learn to.exíst With- > 
out the drug;-they. will shake

"The REAL scoop on | losing weight! 


One month ago, I attended a 
workshop which covered all the 
latest research on losing weight. 
The speaker had,a PhD. in bio- || 
chemistry. She discussed the latest ` 
diet pills, (Phen-Fen, Redux), 
behavioral techniques, Weight 
Watchers (restrictive) нут 
the Zone Diet (more protein), the 
Atkins diet (eating mostly fat and 
protein), exercise, the biochemistry 
involved with hunger and Batia- 
tion, the metabolism of glucose arid fats, and 
learning to pay attehtion to body cues. 

It was a very edifying and interesting work- 
shop with over 300 people, including psycholo- 
gists, social workers, dieticians, nurses, and 
dental hygienisti 'Intetestingly, I would say 
about 97 percent of the attendees were women. 
The speaker presented research that says when 
men and women were equally overweight, men 
were much more likely to be satisfied with their 
bodies. Also, women were much more likely to 
say they were very far from their “ideal” weight, 
than men were. Individual variations on body 


weight, eating and diet were elaborated as: 


being influenced by biological, genetic, environ- 
mental, cultural, and social factors. In a nut- 
shell, women tend to have more outer and inner 
ical pressure to focus on their looks. 
Although the presenter tried to avoid editori- 
alizing, it was interesting to note that with ane 
interesting spin, there is nothing too earth 


shattering or new under the sun. 
The best way to lose weight is to 
diet and exercise (surprised?). 

Below are some interesting tid- 
bita from the presentation: 

1. Diet Pills (Phen-Fen and 
Redux) - studies. do show that peo- 
ple lose weight when taking these 
pills. The downside is that when 
you stop taking the pill, you go 


Dr. David Boltson | back to your old weight. They effect 0) 


the serotonin neural pathways 
which affect appetite, but also thinking as well. 


“If you take the pill forever, you шау have side 


effects, which in rare cases, can be deadly. The 
controlled studies presented required people to 
diet and exercise while taking thé Inter- 
estingly, in one study of very fv People, 
the pill takers only lost six more "than 
non-pill takers who also dieted and exercised. 
My personal.conclusion is that taking the pills 
is not worth the risk: Why wait for future stud- 
ies that will probably show more and more neg- 
ative side effects? Exercising with diet control is 
guaranteed to make you lose weight with no 
side effects. 

2. Chromium - is a mineral supplement that 
has been touted as "thermogenic" (fat-burning) 
for years by health food stores and holistic prac- 
titioners. Our speaker said there is no research 
whatsoever to substantiate this claim. 

3. ZONE diet - she didn't like it. She feels this

“In 1994, the legislature 
gave the Water Management 
District specific guidelines 
about cost allocation and 

8 spending,” Buker said, “with 
the intent that careful plan- 
ning and monitoring would 
bring the project in on time 
and on budget.” 

Buker said the latest 
District budget shows cost 
overruns have increased on 
the project to build 60 


square miles of water filter 
marshes in South Florida, of 
approximately $49 million 
(from $579.8 million to 
$629.2 million) even before 
construction has begun.. 
However at recent public 
hearings, District staff fore- 
casts even worse cost over- 
furs, as much as $180 mil- 
lion over the life of the pro- 
ject, including new interest 
expense. 

‘This. appears to be an 
artificial crisis as д result of 
bureaucratic bungling,” 
Boker said, The District's 
new budget forecasts call for 
spending $296 million in the 
next two years, while the 
original schedule mandated 
by the Legislature called for 
spending $169 million. This 
is $127 million more than 
budgeted. Construction of 
the storm water treatment 
areas was supposed to have 
begun in 1996. To date, no 
construction has taken 


place. 
Buker said his staff has 
been examining the 


Everglades Construction 
Project’s budget for several 
months, since the cost prob- 
léms were first revealed. 
"We wanted to know. what 
happened. However, not 
only liave we been unable to 
get answers from the 
District staff, we have been 


project, the District report- 
ed only minor cost increases 
which they said would be 
absorbed as construction 
proceeded," Buker said. 
*Less than a year later, they 
claim the need for $180 mil- 
lion more taxpayer dollars.

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Florida math -scores inch up but: still ee nation average 


TALLAHASSEE - Florida 
Education Commissioner 
Frenk T. Brogan urged par- 
ențs of Florida students to 
get directly involved in their 
chjld's education and to 
learn more about the state's 
academic standards for 
math, in light of national 
test scores which show that 
legs than 20 percent of 
Florida students can demon- 
strate proficient math akills. 

Commissioner Brogan 
*made the recommendations 
aftér reviewing the results 
of the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress 
NAEP) mathematics test 

г released today. The results 
show that only’5% of Florida 
fourth graders and 17% of 
the state’s eighth graders 
are achieving math ski 
or above proficient levels. 

{*Lurge every parent to 
contact their child’s school, 
find out, what the Sunshine 
"State Standards say 
Florida's students аге 
expected to know апа be 
able to do in mathematics, 
and work with their children 
amd their child's school to 
apply these skills,” said 
Commissioner Brogan, a for- 
mer teacher, principal and 
superintendent of schools.

“We cannot afford to let 
another year pass by with 
students failing to achieve 
the skills necessary to com- 
pete. 

А "proficient" score on the 
NAEP math test represents 
solid academic performance 
the grade assessed. 
Students-achieving at this 
level have demonstrated 
competency ovemchallenging 
subject matter. Fourth 
graders performing at this 
level should be able tó use 
whole numbers {о estimate 
and compute, and should 
have a conceptual under- 


standing of fractions and, 


decimals. 

Eight graders performing 
at this level should under- 
d the connections 
between fractions, percents, 
and decimals, and are 


expected to have a thorough - 


understanding of basic level 
arithmetic operations - suf- 
ficient for problem-solving 
in practical situations. 

The number of Florida 
fourth graders scoring at or 
above proficient is up 2% 
since the .previous „NAEP 
math test in 1992, when 18% 
of fourth graders scoring at 
or above proficient levels.

Addressing the Florida 
Education Technology 
Conference in Orlando, 
Commissioner Břogan

Such an 
approach permits coordinat- 
ing the standards and 
dent a sments across all 
grades, which cannot be 
accomplished if two grade 
levels are tested with NAEP 
tests, while other grades are 
assessed with Florida tests.

NAEP math scaled score of
